Dear Mr. Chairman: 


President Truman's directive issued last week to the entire government 
establishment outlined the integrated plan of the government for the transi- 
tion from war to peace. This is for the interim period from the surrender of 
Japan to that future date when the country can get back on a peace-time foot- 
ing. Sharp changes called for by the President in the operations of federal 
war agencies have as major objectives the speedy resumption of peace-time man- 
ufacture, trade, employment, and stabilization. 


The Office of Price Administration's part in this vigorous, concerted 
effort. has been made clear by instructions from Administrator Chester Bowles. 
Rationing of scarce goods, which has had to be rigidly administered as part 
of the war effort, will be dropped commodity by commodity as goods return .to 
normal supply. Prices and rents, which have had to be sternly held during | 
the war, must continue to be held so that there will be no general increase in 
living costs. At the same time, prices of new goods returning to the market 
must be examined and adjustments made, where needed, with all possible speed. 
In short, the task of the Office of Price Administration in the transition 
months ahead will be as critical and in some ways more difficult than in the 
war period just passed through. 


Since the sudden announcement of the Japanese surrender, 0.P.A. Regional 
Administrators and District Directors, together with Administrator Bowles and 
his deputies, have re-shaped the O.P.A. plan of operation in some vital respects. 
The new plan and streamlined organization are designed to meet conditions in the 
months ahead. 


The rationing of gasoline, fuel oil, and processed food, as you know, has 
been eliminated. Tight rationing of tires is made doubly necessary for a time 
by the greater strain on tire supply by unrestricted driving. The red point 
food program and sugar rationing will have to be strictly administered for 
several months. Gradual liberalization of red point values will be made as 
supplies permit. Shoe rationing control will continue with adjustments be- 
ing made aaa | as supplies come back. 


A major epaanirational change now can be made in the New England Re- 


gion as a result of clarifying tne mew cranuorvicn pri __- 

This change, which is being announced today, is the reorganization of the 
large number of War Price and Rationing Boards in this region into a smaller 
number of Boards. 


| During three and one-half years of war, there were 361 War Price and 
Rationing Boards in Massachusetts, i.e., one in every city and town through- 
out the commonwealth. This large number of Boards literally brought ra- 
tioning to everyone's doorstep. Thousands of volunteers at these Boards, 
aided by their paid clerical staffs, have performed an unselfish service of 
incalculable value to the war effort and to their neighbors. 


Convenience of the public in transacting rationing business has been 
greatly aided by the nearness of almost every family in Massachusetts to 
a local Board. We have been more fortunate here than in the West and South 
where in many cases one Board has served a whole county. Local town govern- 
ments have helped to make possible a large number of Boards through their 
generous support; local Board members, through their willingness to serve 
entirely without compensation, have been the real blood and sinew of the en- 
tire operation of rationing. We have every hope that this cooperation will 
be continued in order to assist us in dealing with present and future prob- 
lems. 


With the elimination of gasoline and fuel oil rationing, which were the 
sources of the greatest volume of Board visits by the public, the need for 
a nearby Board is no longer urgent. At the same time, the reduction in fam- 
ily incomes resulting from war cutbacks in employment, is creating an insis- 
tent demand that the cost of living must be kept down. The war against pro- 
fiteers and black markets must be waged with harder hitting methods in the 
months immediately ahead. Returning veterans and their dependents, as well 
as war workers' families, must be protected against exorbitant prices. It 
is the clear duty of the Office of Price Administration to see to it that it 
is done. 


To this end, the organization of Boards throughout the region is being 
revamped and streamlined in order to sharpen price control work. Under this 
reorganization plan, to be completed by October 1, 1945, there will be a 
strong War Price and Rationing Board in each of 165 populous cities and trad- 
ing area towns in New England. Approximately 78 of these will be in Massa- 
chusetts. 


These. consolidated Boards will continue to administer the rationing pro- 
grams still in force in addition to developing a hard-hitting price control 
program. Files will be transferred from Boards to be closed to the Boards 
designated to take over their remaining work. It is planned to request mem- 
bers of discontinued Boards, where practicable, to take part in the revised 


ah ae oe 


price control, information, and rationing programs. 


Because of the sharp reduction in work resulting from the cessation 
of gasoline, oil, and stove rationing, the majority of the paid staffs of 
closed Boards will be released. The total number affected at this time, 
including personnel at Regional and District offices, Mailing Centers, and 
New England War Price and Rationing Boards, will be over 1300, represent- 
ing a saving in annual salaries of approximately $2,250,000. 


In the New England Regional and District offices, curtailment of ra- 
tioning programs results in a reorganization which will take some time to 
accomplish. The need for additional manpower in the price control and en- 
forcement divisions has long been recognized. Qualified personnel in the 
reduced rationing division and at local Boards will be transferred to the 
divisions so urgently in need of help, within the limits of the budget. 
The exact number of persons to be dropped from the payrolls of the Region- 
al and District offices cannot be determined until the necessary adjust- 


-- ments have been made, 


Plans just now are being formulated to enforce price and rent ceilings 
and reconversion prices more vigorously throughout New Ingland. Marked for 
Special attention are the profiteers and black warketeers who have capital- 
ized on the public's wartime income. As long as there are shortages, even 
though the war of fighting in over, the unscrupulous few will still try to 
gather in a harvest at the expense of the public. Relieved of a part of 
the heavy rationing burden, the 0.P.A. organization, War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards, and District staffs alike, will throw full weight into the fight 
against inflation. 


We are confident that the consumer and legitimate businessman will con- 


tinue the wholehearted cooperation which has made the anti-inflation fight 
successful to this point.

Mr. Henderson, in his letter to the Governor, said: 


"Under the new 
nation-wide Mileage Rationing Program, motor vehicles used for 
essential cyiving will be entitled to the gasoline necessary for 
their operation, and except for commercial-type vehicles, such as 
trucks, buses and taxis, will be eligible for the grade of tires 


called for by the gasoline ration which is issued. This will be 
made possible through the saving of rubber resulting from the 


national Mileage Rationing Program, the purchase for re-distribution 
of all passenger tires in excess of five per car, the allocation of 
Limited amounts of crude and reclaimed rubber for recapping, and 

the careful issuance of the limited stock of new tires on hand, 

Such a program can be successful only if all unnecessary driving 

is eliminated. | 


In deciding upon the ways in which gasoline rations should be is~ 
sued for motor vehicles used in the public service, the Office of 
Price Administration has been .faced with the alternative of control- 
| ling from Washington the determination of which public functions 

on merit preferred mileage, or of allowing the governments themselves 

| to decide what mileage is essential for the performance of their 
duties and functions, After careful deliberation, it has been de- 
cided to place primary responsibility for this determination in the 
hands of the governments who use the vehicles.

This Commission has been engaged for some time in a rigid control 
of State car operation, Reports to this office show 432,000 gal- 
lons less of gasoline was used in the first ten months of this year 
than was used in the corresponding period of 1941. This is a de- 
crease in consumption of over 22%, and illustrates the effectiveness 
of rationing when there is whole-hearted co-operation. 


| Since the beginning of the year, the Commonwealth has taken off the 
fm road 325 vehicles, and has put them in storage, where they are 
available to departments for use in any emergency that may arisc 
due to the war effort. 
4 
Since the boginning of the war, this Commission has repeatedly 
' emphasized to the various departments and agencies of the State 
that rubber would be scarce and that gasoline would be difficult 
to obtain; that the use of State-owned vehicles should be limited 
to the bare necessity of tho service of the department; that all 
equipment that could be spared should be put in the pool, We 
‘ have had excellent results from our appeals. 


In addition to taking cars off the road, there has been much empha- 
sis placcd upon reduction of mileage of vehicles still in services 
Tho use of private automobiles, for which the State pays mileage 
when used on official business, has been reduced to a miminun. 
Reports from the Department of Public Health show reduction in 
disbursements for this purpose of 32% over the same period last 
yeare The Department of Agriculture has reported a reduction of 
31% in the amount expended on reimbursement for private automobiles. 
used on official business, and the Registry of Motor Vehicles re- 
ports a reduction of 12% in similar rcinbursements. 


The above figurcs are cited to show what can be accomplished without 
serious dislocation of service. I realize that many cities and 
toums have endeavored to cut down on mileage both on public and 
privately-owned vehicles, and with much success. 


In conformity with the directions of Governor Saltonstall, all 

Mayors of cities and Selectnen of towns are requested to appoint 

a local Mileage Administrator and to notify this office of the 

selection as soon as possible, We arc informed that the Office 

of Price Administration in Washington has already mailed to Mayors 

of cities and Selectmen of towns with a population of 5,000 or 

over a statement of policy and suggested procedure which will qual- 

ify the local administrator to initiate his project. Further in- 

formation will be available as soon as municipal communities 
forward the names of the local appointees.
